SOCIETY NEW 
ORGANIZATION 

Centralizes Branches of De- 
partment 

DR. WÎLLEY 

To Deliver Address on "Life 
in Northern Quebec" 

The. first meeting of the McGill lMo- 
logical Society will be held In the 
large lecture theatre of the Biologie- 
s' Huildiug on Friday, October tho 
24th at 5 p. m. nt which Dr. Willey 
D. Sc. V. K. S. Professor of Zoology 
and President of the Society will give 
the opening address, his subject bring 
'ftjfe In Northern Quebec" The meet- 
ing will be open to till students and 
members of the staff and it is hoped 
thait all others interested will avail 
themselves of this opportunity of 
hearing the result of the personal ex- 
perience and research of one of Mc- 
Gill's oustanding men of science. 

Though many are apparently un- 
aware of the fact, Mc.Giil actually has 
an extremely strong unit in Its dep- 
artment of Biology. This lack of ap- 
preciation of Biology as a whole was 
due perhaps to the nonco.ntralir.ntion 
of the various branches. Now, thanks 
to the bounty of the RockfeVler Found- 
ation the five department* coming 
under the general head of Biology 
have been assembled under one roof 
and, from now on will be in a better 
position to eonv to the front. 

With the advent of this allocation 
of similar yet dissimilar sciences, the 
Increasing need was felt of some 
medium of exchange whets' probloms 
peculiar to each oould be brought for 
discussion. Hence arose a society an 
alogous to those In the departments 
of ' physics and chemistry, embracing 
the sciences of Botany, Zoology, Bio- 
chemistry. Physiology and Pharmaco- 
logy, and termed th-: McGill Biologic- 
al Society. 

Under the leadership of Dr. Dr. 
Wilier a meeting was cailad of aV, 
the workers in the department ear y 
in September and the Society was 
duly organised. Dr. John Tait, elu 
ddating th< purposes aims and oh 
Jects of such gatherings, traced the 
development of Bio'.ogy at McGill 
bringing it up to its present status, 
and showed how enferences of th's 
kind could be of inestimable value in 
read on subjects broad in character 
its future progress. 

Professor Arthur Wnby D. Sc.. P, 
R. S. one of McGill's most renowned 
scientists, being a Zoologist of inter- 
national fam*. was eiweted to the 
honorable position of the society** 
first president. It was decided that 
meetings would be held every three 
w*»ks, at which papers would 
read 011 subject broad in character 
and of common interest.

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INITIATION ENDS. 



Saturday marked the end of this year's freshman initiation 
programme, one which has shown throughout a marked improve- 
ment in restraint and reasonableness over the majority of those 
of the past. The very fact that it has been concluded at this early 
date indicates an improvement. Too often in other years initia- 
tion has extended well on into the second month of the college 
session, giving the freshmen no chance to become settled in their 
new life and take their places as members of the student body. 
- Now it is hoped the first year men, freed from the dangers and 
'distractions of rushing, may become real assets to university life 
and not, as they have so often been, liabilities for a good part of 
the term. 

, Another advance has been seen in the disappearance of the 
old-fashioned initiation parades through the city streets, parades 
..which never did the university's name any good in the eyes of the 
Montreal public. This year only one such paTade was held, and 
it is practically assured that there will be no more in the future. 

Again, there was little if any hazing of individual freshmen 
by groups of sophomores. Too often in the past advantage has 
been taken of this practice by many second year men, who show 
no interest in other college activities during the year, but who be- 
come quite prominent when they have one helpless freshman at 
; their mercy. On the othe r hand, this year the rushes instituted by 
the sophomores were organized rushes on large bodies of fresh- 
men, and generally on those freshmen who had broken the initia- 
tion rules. * i.. 

With the freshman-sophomore rush as an athletic contèst at 
the stadium, with reasonable initiation rules formulated to remind 
freshmen that they are freshmen, but not to drive them as outcasts 
from college activities, and with rushing kept under control and 
confined to the campus, freshman initiation should cease to be to 
the governing bodies of the university the serious problem it has 
been in the past. 



CONDENSED COMMENT.

Coming from a much smaller in- 
stitution, the cadets gave a good exhibition of clean sportsmanship 
and clever play which won them the plaudits of all the audience, 
id probably the hearts of some. The second good reason for 
:joicing was the quality of football displayed by the red and 
lL ite seniors. Defeated slightly over a week ago, Coach Shaugh- 
y's warriors turned in a^-much better performance than the 
.one at Toronto, and we are not exhibiting any unjustifiable optim- 
um when we say that our representative on the gridiron have an 
excellent chance of winning against the championship aggregation 
if rom Queen's University. At any rate it should'be a great battle, 
so let U6 pull heartily for the team throughout every day this week, 
and especially on Saturday, when the crucial game of the year is 
,to be played . 



We take this opportunity of extending our congratulations 
to the Toronto University English rugby squad, which defeated 
lcGill here on Saturday .

,c«ived in this part of the country, there arc many who are keenly

T?ald- 
win. the home Quarter, preferred to 
ny for a touch each time, although 
on the first occasion he found it ne- 
cessary to signal a kick after all, when 
further advance seemed improbable. 
The chance was gone, however. 

The first half saw the Queen's men 
ripping the Toronto line at will, but 
af;er the rest interval, the visitors 
rallied and held their own through- 
out the third period. Queen's at thli 
time seemed tired, while Varsity, 
playing their best game of the- after- 
noon, made their two points. The last 
quarter saw a bitter struggle raging, 
as a converted touch was required to 
put Toronto on equal grounds again, 
but Queen's were strong enough to 
regain the edge of play and hold it 
to the end. 

The Blue and White line was much 
the weaker of the two, and the oppos- 
ing middle wings, Reynolds and Mc- 
Kelvey, had little trouble in breaking 
through, whether attacking or on the 
defensive. In kicking, Leadley anâ 
Batstone found Warren Snyder their 
equal, but Somerville and Pequegnat. 
who relieved their captain at times, 
were unable t 0 cope with the Queen's 
punters. 

Every seat was filled, and a treble 
standing line encircled the ground at 
both ends, when the Blue and White 
players, resplendent in new sweaters, 
ran onto the field, and several hun 
died loyal supporters shouted them- 
selves hoarse. The bleachers, where 
th* lively rooters were assembled gave 
yells for the visitors, themselves, and 
finally a specially hearty "Old McGlll, 
Then the band was heard doing its 
duty until Boohoo, the bear mascot 
of the Champions and the idol of the 
Co-eds led a long line of Trico.our 
athletes acrosE the fie.d, while the 
cheering redoubled Its volume. 

A few minutes af warming up, 
partially devoted to leading from the 
field several enthusiastic g'-n'.'emen 
who were trying to fly a kite- say 
with red vei.'ow and blue ribbons, 
and the game was on. The weather 
was cloudy, with little wind, when 
Queen's kicked off in their first In- 
tercollegiate buttle here this year. 

J.eadley, after putting one ball out 
or touch, gave a little kick that hard- 
ly left the ground, and his team mate 
U' right, tin outside, gathered it in and 
raced towards the Varsity touch line. 
After one of two downs the Champions 
found themselves directly in front 3t 
the goals. Instead of the drop kick 
the crowd was calling for, Baldwin 
sent an endiun around the left.

The Varsity half was downed, how- 
over, behind his line for the firjt 
tolly of the game. 

When play recommenced, the fam- 
ous Leadley-lJalBtone combination 
swept down the field in on end run 
(hat netted forty yards. .Brilliant pass 
lu» and good Une work enabled Mie 
Quctii'n Imckllne to break away al- 
most at will.

in converting. Just before tlmo, whcit 
the 'T' men momentarily weakened, 
Queen's scored their eight and final 
point on a kick. 

During -the first two periods, tho 
Presbyterian team punted f Iftooii 
times to the fourteen of tho Rlue and 
White, while each side failed in «. 
drop kick. The local men made yards 
on a dozen different ocenssions, Var- 
sity only twice. The latter seemed it) 
have trouble in holding their oppo- 
nents. 

TORONTO WINS RELAY 

At half time the last event of the 
track meet, the relay race, wns run 
off. with four men entered from To 
ronto, McGln and Queen's, finishing 
in the order named. Kach man ran 
a quarter mile. The wearers of the 
Blue nnd White, Atorrlson, Miller, 
Pollock and Christie, were never out 
of reach of the McGill four, Spence, 
Duckworth, Patterson nnd Hitrd, who 
had fifteen yards on G. 11. Thompson, 
LaMonte, Graham and U. 11. Thomp- 
sjh of Queen's. Petterson ran a beau- 
tiful race nnd gained ground when 
McGill hopes were low. Hurd di.l 
very well, holding Christie of Toronto 
closely. 

During .the. Interval, the original 
'Covered Wagon' complete with motor 
tires and sheaves of wheat, was pull- 
ed majestically around the course by 
gay Arabian carthorses, led by Father 
Christmas, a long Church Warden in 
his mouth, and Dan'l Boone beauti- 
ful in rubber boots and top hat. Boo- 
hoo was restrained with difficulty 
from embracing several Co-eds in the 
bleachers who, waved red, yellow and 
blue balloons to vigourously.

Results of Psychological Tests 
Encouraging 

The following: iirtMto wnltton by 
ProfPasor Henry T. .Monro In The 
Dartmouth Daily Is an interesting re. 
cord oj Intelligence tests taken among 
students entering: college. 

On the day after the opening: of 
college 65K of the 669 entering frosh- 
mtn took a two and a half hour* men- 
tal oxwmtnation which to some of 
them made the class rush of the day 
before seem nothing more than a light 
preliminary warming up. 

The examination Is one that was 
printed and distributed in Washing- 
ton last summer under the auspices 
of the National Research Council, ami 
is made up of nine separate tests that 
require nine dfffertnt kinds of ItarVl 
concentrated thinking, in which there 
is a premium on both speed and ac- 
curacy, rather more on accuracy than 
on speed. With the possible txeep- 
tion of the Columbia University en- 
trance examinations there is not In 
use at present any form of freshman 
psychological test that requires such 
sustained mental effort pitched at 
such a high level of difference. 

Ih's same test is being given in 
over 100 college.-, this fall, and in 
all of them the same question is being 
a^ked: "What do the tests mean?" 



LIMITATIONS OF ENROLMENT 

Those colleges which limit tliolr en- 
rolment "In order to give u few slu- 
donlu a belter training" must In Mu- 
cin! sustain a very heavy bunion of 
proof; they select the best students, 
they say. but thoy retain the same 
teachers, ami one fancies Iho Instruct- 
ion will remain much as before. I know 
colleges which have carried Iho "limit, 
lug" level' Into the classes, :tnd boast 
that they have improved Iho quality 
of their teaching because this or that 
course, which used to be open to any 
one who elected II Is now strictly 
limited to twenty or fifteen; Well || 
depends. If the teacher is not a good 
one,, It is belter to limit the number 
of students— that Is, If you can't gel 
ild of him altogether. Similarly, a 
college should be small ir Iho Instruct, 
ton it Imparts is not first rate. Hut If 
lis faculty contains great teachers, It 
Is a loss for (he nation If its enrolment 
is not large. 

Moreover, we forgot Hint the selec- 
tion of the best students Justifies llself 
only when all Ilia other students have 
been cared for according to their needs. 
Yon can raise up mi aristocracy of cul- 
ture, as n sort of flower or society, but 
it must he a flower of society, not bo 
separated from II. An artist like l'on 
or like Edward MacDowoll seems tingle 
in his loneliness because of so lew of 
his countrymen had at Mm moment 
anything like the equipment for ap- 
preciating his genius.

desirable end in college we might 
well make our admission to college 
entirely on this basis. In fact the 
four-year experience of Columbia 
University has shown beyond a doubt 
that, men addmittcd entirely by psy- 
chological lest do better class- work 
than men admitted by any other 
method. 

The tecords of the classes of W2fl 
ajid jt'27 at Dartmoun', point very 
strongly to the- same conclusion. Of 
the 215 lowest men in these two class- 
es, as judged by the test scores, only 
one has attained honor standing 
while have been separated from 
colleg". Of the 215 highest men only 
six have been separated from college, 
while 245 enjoy Phi Beta Kappa 
standing. Careful investigation of the 
high score men who fall down in 
seho.arshiph as shown almost in- 
variably that their failure is simply 
and solely a Xaliure to work. At 
Syracuse, for example, the average 
amount of time given to studies was 
computed for high and low scholar- 
ship men. and it was found that the 
high score men were almon in- 
variably the high scholarship men un- 
less they were spending considerably 
less than the average amount of time 
on studies. 

I other words the test score-' give 
us at the very opening of college a 
fa'i'ly accurate statement of the 
academic standing that we may 
reasonably expect of every entering 
freshman. Any individual man may 
fall far short of this reasonable ex- 
pectation. TJlc step from heaven l< 
hell Is always easy. If anything it is 
easier for the hare than for the 
tortoise, Eut when we find a lia re in 
distress we know that il I.- 1 nol from 
lack of ability to run. Given «quai 
amount of Unie devoted Jo study, the 
man tu the highest fifth nf hi« i-lnss 
as estimated by the tost.", has 300 
times as good a chance of honor 
standing as the man in the lowest 
filth. By the same token the man 
of low standing in the tests may '/<■ 
sure that if he is to attain belief 
than fair .standing m scholarship it 
can be only by dint, of extra effort. 

Much useless argument has been 
wasted ever tihe exact extent 10 which 
the tests measure native Intelligence 
and the extent to which tihey depend on 
the kind of training Unit a man lias 
had. The exact proportion of these 
two factors can nevtr he determined . 
it would be jusl as reasonable to ex- 
pect to determine the exaot extent to 
which the athletic ability of a prepara- 
tory school star is due to natural ca- 
pacity rather tha.ll to experience and 
coaching. What is absolutely certain 
is that tihe teals come much nearer 
to measuring native ability to :<arn 
than do any other kinds of oxamlnatltMi 
Ijhat have yol been devised . Tin 
knowledge eaiiled for Is of ilia sort Mi.u 
might reasonably be demanded of any 
What makes the big differences In 
graduate of any accredited hlgih school 
scores is not knowledge, but the a.bili'y 
to sec relations ami to ililnk. There l« 
n. good ground for bolieylng UinJ this 
kind of nbt'lly is In n very large ex- 
tent predetermined at birth.

your school or college is embarked on 
adult education. So much the better. 
Thus will end the rubber stamp, the 
stereotype ideal of training, which now 
lingers chiefly in certain small places 
where all the students take the snnie 
curse and develop thc_ same taste in 
dress. 

The teachers must aim higher. Of 
course we might make some changes 
in the smali traditional colleges, to 
wake them up. I have often thought 
we might examine nil the students 
at the end of the sophomore year, and 
those who proved their ignorance we 
culd present with their A- B. dlplom.-i 
and send home. It one is doing no- 
thing but accumulate college life, two 
years wili suffice to accumulate it all. 
The other students, who had learned 
something, we might keep on for lho 
four ycaiB. at the end we might give 
thern too their A. B. diplomas. The 
difference between the two diplomas, 
would be much as It Is now. fir II 
might be a subtler kind of justice to 
give diplomas only to those who had 
learned nothing at college, so that 
no one should go away emptyhnnded. 
This suggestion I like to make to my 
fri'nds among the graduates of the 
proud small colleges, who fear I hat 
the larger places, grappling however 
clumsily with the problem of Intellec- 
tual hunger, may become "degree 
factories". Vet the real emu Is not In 
such devices of administration, but In 
lho attitude of the teacher. — I'Yom

It is human nature for us to like 
to do what wo can do well. All or m 
can do some things |„, t tho| . a 

Is one thing we all like t n do and' 
«•"!>- few of us can do well, namely, 
criticise. |„ tho Unlvorsity law stu- 
dents aro libera; in their criticism of 
the' opinions or judges; journal- 
ism students enjoy criticising the 
policies of Arthur Brisbane, Horace 
Greeley, and .losoph I'lilitjsor; English 
students get a thrill out of criticis- 
ing Shakespeare and Oscar Wilde: 
economics students lanbast socialism- 
students of history crllciso scvernlly 
Xapoleon and Benedict Arnold; so- 
phomores criticise freshmen, and 
freshmen criticise high school stu- 
dents when they go home at Christ- 
mas time. 

It is very easy to find fault with 
anything or anybody. Wo are all so 
full of faults ourselves, that Is no 
troubla to pick out the rnults In 
other people. In fact, it requires niorc 
ability lo Hud the good in people and 
in organizations thnn the bad. It !s 
also human nature for us to criticise 
other people ror things wo are guilty 
or ourselves. 

Someone has said that there are 
two classes of people in lho world: 
Those who do things, and those who 
ask, "Why wasn't it done Ihe otfinr 
way".'" Every group that was ever or- 
ganized has m tide mistakes, and the 
loader of every organization has made 
mistakes, However, wo probably 
would have, made the same, mistakes 
or mist akes I hat were even worse. 

Criticism of the right kind Is all 
right. II does us good lo find out i 
ciislnnuiiy what nr nojghhnrs think 
of us. The ravages or destructive 
criticism are worse. I him ihnsn or 
war, black, heinous war; while con 
struct ive criticism Is very bonerieinl 
lo us all. We have Holy Writ ror 
Mils Hlolomnhl: "Faithful arc the 
wounds of a friend, but Mm kisses of 
tin enemy are deceitful." 

Tact and diplomacy always pay, 
hut limy pay the mosl in l igard lo 
criticism. When we. crllicl-jo other 
people ami organizations, we should 
preface our criticism with sinrlh'ng 
grunl about the individual. When wo 
preface our criticism with a kind 
remark, Ihe sling is taken oui. In 
flic), lho recipients of er|lir.ism urn 
pleased ninl appreciate Ihe remarks 
under these conditions.
